sent elsewhere.

‘LIFE AND NATURE IN THE PARIS OF 
THE SAHARA. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 


ISKRA (Desert of Sahara.)—I am at Biskra, the 
Paris of the Sahara. This oasis lies 175 miles 
south of the Mediterranean Sea, in the midst of the 
desert. At one side of it great sand dunes rol] on and 
on until they are lost in the yellow horizon. On the 
other are the well-worn stones of the Qued, or dry river, 
‘Biskra, which becomes a flood during the short rainy 
part of the year, but which is now so parched under 


Ma 


this Adrican sun that it would blister your bare feet to 
cross it. 

Biskra is situated on a low plateau, a little more than 
300 feet above the river. To the north of it is the 
mighty wall of the Atlas Mountains, which here rise 
1000 feet higher than Mount Washington. In this Afri- 
can sun they are now of a pale yellow, the color of the 
limestone of which they are made. A little later they 
will turn to a hazy blue, changing as the sun drops to 
primrose and gold, and then dying out through a dark 
purple into the night. ; 

Biskra is one of the islands of this mighty sea of the 
Sahara. The mountain wall is a part of the shore of 


that sea, and the great cliffs rise almost straight up over. 


it. If one had a glass and would cast his eye along 
those mountains he would find a break at the right, 
known as the Gorge of Kantara. It is there that a 
river has burst through the wall, forming the golden 
gate to this greatest desert on earth. One comes right 
out of the mountains into the desert, and as he does so 
goes through the little oasis of Kantara, which serves, 
as it were, as the green key to that great golden door. 


The Garden of Allah. , 


Biskra has been rather voluptuously described in the 
novel called “The Gardén of Allah.” Under another 
name it is made the chief scene of that story, and all of 
‘ its surroundings are painted in more or less glowing 
colors. They are, as a rule, greatly overdrawn, and the 
tale itself has a mawkish, sensual sentimentality which 
leaves a bad taste in one’s mouth. According to it, the 
Desert of Sahara is the Garden of Allah and Biskra its 
capital. It is the European capital in reality. 
It is the only part of this wild waste of sand

The towns of Southeast Alaska are usually duilt on a 


steep slope leading down to the shore or upon a delta 
from a small stream: When viewed from the water, 
they seem to rest against the mountainside, like a pio- 
ture suspended against a wall. This effect is varticu- 
larly striking when the approach is made luring a low 
tide, and when the atmosphere distorts distant objects, 
in which event the tall piles seem like stilts suppor‘ing 
the platform upon which the entire town rests. 

The houses are mainly frame buildings. On the princi- 
pal streets most of the stores have high, square fronts 
with signs caiculated to attract attention. The Indians 
have built villages adjoining the towns, which are al- 
ways strung along the beach. Peculiarly carved tree 
trunks, usually representing the figures of animals one 
above another, stand before the chief's house or that 
of the principal man of the village. These are the to- 
tem poles which, when the carved parts are painted in 
striking colors, become as significant as the various or- 
ders of mandarin poles one sees before the great resi- 
The industry of the Indians is mostly 

fish and fur. The Indian, it will be observed, relies 
upon nature for his supplies and never applies cultiva- 
tion. His canoe is everywhere. The Indian women 
make baskets and mats which they sell upon the streets 
of all towng. All these Indians appear to be enduring 
with stoic fortitude the agonies of savagery. You are 
repelled by the unsavory fishy odor that surrounds 
them. In their misery they look upon you with suspi- 
cion, and treat you. with scant toleration. Their precon- 
ceived notions, always narrowly fixed, prevent their 
ever widening their knowledge. At Haines Mission, 
large numbers of Indians, uswally called Siwashes, con- 
gregate during the winter. 

Fort William H. Seward and Haines Mission are built 
upon a comparatively flat peninsula. The easily ac- 
cessible Mount Ripinksy nearby offers a chance to gain 
a view of a panorama in which there is no greater vari- 
ety to be seen on the face of the globe. 

Skaguay is the northernmost point in Southeast 
Alaska reached by vessels. The name means windy in 
the dialect of the local tribe of Indians. The scenery is 
bleak and wind-cwept.

[Philadelphia Record:] In describing the quinine 
forests of the Andes the German traveler, Fritz Braun- 
hoff, says: 

“The little town of La Paz is situated in the State of 
Cundinamarca, 10,000 feet above the level of the sea. 
Twenty years ago it was hardly known by name, while 
today it is to the manufacturer and merchant of quinine 
the most important point on the globe. Although a 
small village, which cannot even boast of a hotel, there 
is more life and traffic going on than in many large 


cities. The days are exceedingly hot, while the nights 
are refreshingly cool. Although American, German, 
English and French agents have had business transac- 
tious here dor years, there is little social life among 
them; they seem to mistrust each other, there being a 
painful mysteriousness in their business intercourse; but 
as the heavy transactions take place mostly in forests 
and mountains, social intercourse in the town seems not 
to be required. 

“Upon our arrival at La Paz we engaged a smal] dwell- 
ing for three months; twenty woodchoppers were hired 
for the same period, and, provided with the necessary 
provisions, we struck out for the mountains. The chief 
remained in town to direct the packing and export of

or gray, also called the Peruvian 
bark; second, the yellow, or Peruvian bark; third, the 
red bark: and fourth, the imitations, or “quininova.” 

“The price of the bark is regulated according to the 
amount of alkaloid and other medicinal ingredients it 
contains. The most valuable is the cinchonanova and 
cinchona-calisaya, which contains most of the alkaloid. 
The latter is the only tree of the cinchona family which 
grows in the vicinity of La Paz, and is found at a height 
of from 2300 to 11,600 deet above the level of the sea. 
As the product differs in strength, chemists are em- 
ployed to determine and’ classify its yalue according. 

The hills and mountains are covered with dense for- 
ests of these ever-greened trees; but their gestruction 
is so rapid that the government of Cundinamarca had 
recently to pass a law prohibiting the young trees from 
being felled with the others.

agreement that so largely contributed to giving England 
a free hand in Egypt.. His services were rewarded by 


_ giving him one of the most responsible positions in the 


permanent civil service, that of Under Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs. 


His selection as Lord Cromer’s successor affords a 
significant illustration of the difference between English 
and American methods in making appointments of greai 
responsibility and power. It was under a Conservative 
government that Sir Eldon won distinction, and presum- 
ably he is a Conservative. Yet it is a Liberal govern- 
ment that makes him the new ruler of Egypt 


Sir Eldon knows all the ropes in Egypt, is personally 
acquainted with everybody who counts there, and 
speaks Arabic andthe native dialects fluently. Lord 
Cromer has wrought a marvelous work in Egypt. It 


~may be doubted whether any single statesman has ever 
accomplished more striking results in any country. But 


it is his very success that renders all the more neces- 
sary, perhaps, a new and younger head to deal with the 
new conditions that result from that:success. For Lord 
Cromer has created a nation—a nation which naturally 


| wants to largely run itself. With these aspirations Lord 


Cromer has no sympathy. His ideal of Egyptian rule.

But the spot is and wil be forever classic. One touch 
of the orator’s genius, a blot of color dropped by pic- 
turesque speech from rapid plea of an attorney has con- 
secrated it for all time in the popular imagination—a 
singular witness of the warping power of dancy over 
reason itself. But for that five minutes’ interlude of 
pathos in the speech of Wirt—“Who then was Burr 
and who was Blennerhassett?’—arousing the imagina- 
tion and sympathy of the schoolboy, the story of the 
scholarly and plastic Irishman, like the dame of the 
attorney himself, might have passed from human mem- 
ory. 

The story as connected with the alleged meditated 
treason of Burr is commonplace. To this romantic 
spot in the then remote Ohlo region, Blennerhassett, at 
the age of 30, came in the year 1798. The som of an 
Irish nobleman of fortune, resident at Conway Castle, 
in the Irish county of Kerry, he had graduated at an 
early age with distinguished honors from Trinity Col- 
lege, Dublin, having been there intimately associated 
with his classmate and afterward ifeldng friend. 
Thomas Addis Emmet, tlie Irish author and patriot. 
These two had continued their law studies together 
and were admitted together at the Irish bar in Dublin. 
Blennerhassett, however, being of a luxurious and 
scholarly bent, did not take cordially to the practice of 
the profession, and, having on his father’s death in- 


herited an estate of $100,000, had gone on the grand

ORE bizarre marriage customs can scarcely exist 
M than those that cluster about a Moorish bride. 

As the children of an American city’s slums 
flock to the magic call of a hand organ the Moorish na- 
tives crowd the moonlit streets to hang upon the joy of 
a bridal procession.

She was only 22, vegy handsome, and dressed in the 
height of fashion. A perfect rider, and a crack shot, she 
led a company of bandits® on all their expeditions. 
Houses were attacked at night, sacked and pillaged, the 
eccupants cruelly used, and, in cases where they showed 
resistance, murdered. 

The girl brigand was atrociously cruel. Not content 
with massacring her victims, she frequently had them 

tortured before putting them to death. She delighted 
in inventing refinements of cruelty. 

She secured £30,000 worth of plunder from the resi- 
dence of one land owner. The authorities credited her 
with eighty-six murders, 198 other crimes of violence, 
and 648 cases of plundering and robbery.

HE record price of $700 was paid recently for a 

specimen of the Territorial $5 gold piece, struck 

soon after the great gold discoveries in Caliéornia. 
This coin was issued by Shultz & Company of San Fran- 
cisco in 1851. It is about the same size and weight as 
a United States half eagle and is the only issue of the 
company whose name it bears. On the obverse is the 
head of Liberty facing to the left, around which are 
thirteen stars. Below is the date, “1851.” The coronet 
on Liberty’s head bears the name of “Shultz & Co.” An 
eagle, holding arrows and a laurel branch in its talons, 
is the principal device on the reverse, surrounded by the 
inscription, “Pure California Gold Five D.” 


The next rarest $5 California gold piece was issued 
by the Pacific Company in 1849.. The piece shows an 
eagle with outstretched wings on the obverse, holding in 
its talons a laurel branch, with the date underneath. 
Around the border is inscribed “Pacific Company, Cali- 


fornia.” On the reverse, taking up the whole field, is a 


radiated Liberty cap, with stars between each radiation. 
Underneath is “5 Dollars.” Only three specimens of this 
design are known, and one of them has brought $500. 


Another rare five-dollar piece shows the head of Lib- 
erty on the obverse dacing to the left. Around it are 
thirteen stars, while at the bottom is the date “1851.” 
Upon the coronet is the name of the issuing firm, “Dun- 
bar & Co.” The reverse shows an eagle, holding arrows 
and a laurel branch in his talons. Around the border is 
inscribed “S. M. V. California Gold. Five Dol.” Only 
one specimen if this coin is known, which is valued at 


$250. 
Next comes the half-eagle coined by the Massachu- 


setts and California Company. This is far more preten- | 


tious in design than the foregoing, the obverse showing 
a shield bearing a mounted vaquero, holding a lasso.

UsED To DrestTrROY THEM. 


By Ernest Braunton. 


ANY are inquiring at this time how best to kill 
weeds in roads and walks without having to dig 
or pull them up, thereby loosening the packed 
gravel or soil. White arsenic or arsenlous acid is about 
the cheapest substance which is exceedingly destructive 
to plant life. It should be effective when used in the 
proportion of ene pound to a barrel of water, dissolving 
the arsenic in hot water and then adding to the cold and 
applying with a sprinkling pot or spray pump: Care 
should, of course, be taken that the application is not 


made in such a way that the solution can be carried by | 
the storm water from the walks to the adjacent trees or | 


plants, because they would be liable to be killed as surely 
as the weeds are- You will have to try some experi- 
ment to determine what is the most satisfactory 
strength, and, as the white arsenic is exceedingly cheap 
when bought in quantity, you will not risk much in ex- 
perimentation. 


Copperas (otherwise called green vitriol or ferrous 
sulphate) has recently been extensively advertized as 
a weed killer, for use, more especially by the farmer on 
acreage, but it will of course prove equally effective on 
packed soils. Its value for this purpose has been very 
frequently tested during the past decade, especially in 
France, Belgium and Great Britain, and also in Canada. 
It is generally applied in 15 to 20 per cent. solution in 
water (7 to 9 pounds per barrel) at the rate of 40 to 50 
gallons per acre, for the destruction of wild mustard. 
To secure good results, the application must be made

while these weeds are still young and tender, before the 
time of blooming. It is. much less effective on older 
plants. 

Instead of using the copperas spray, the farmers of 
Belgium spread it, in a dry, finely pulverized state. 
broadcast on the ground. The quantity thus applied 
is from 200 to 300 Ibs. per acre. Ordinary copperas 
consists of rather hard green crystals containing about 
45 per cent. of water. On exposure to air, the material 
gradually loses water, and becomes yellowish or brown- 
ish white and powdery. If heated a little above the 
temperature of boiling water, the entire mass rapidly 
whitens and crumbles. This freshly heated, finely pow- 
dered sulphate is found to be far superior to the ordi- 
nary green crystals for dry application after the Bel- 
gium method. 


Planting Asters. 


The ground when ready for planting asters should 
have lost the last remnant of the winter's cold and 
clamminess, and the plants should be of good size, 
several inches high, robust and thrifty, before being 
planted. On spring-plowed land it is of benefit to 
either roll the ground, when sufficiently dry, 
planting, or if this canngt be done, to use the feet in 
firming thé asters after planting, care being taken to 
avoid too deep a stand of the plants. 
. stem rot to some extent it is well to rake in a dressing 
of lime or land plaster, thinly spread over the entire 
surface. This should be repeated when the plants are 
showing their center buds, which, by the way. should 
be pinched out to increase the number of high grade 
flowers on a given number of plants. Asters do not

Moles in the Garden. 


Garden moles may be fought in a variety of ways, 
but the one farmer whose garden is infested with 
these pests must not expect to get rid of them all at 
onee or without a good bit of bother. Where the 
situation and soil favor them, the moles breed rapidly, 
and it seems almost impossible to catch or kill the 

, last one. 

One plan to reduce their numbers and to keep them 
reduced is to use the regular mole traps. The traps 
should be placed as near to the burrows as possible, 
so that the numerous runways from the burrows may 
be commanded. Go out when the moles are working— 
' that is, either in the morning or in the evening—and 

use a long and slender spade to capture them. When 

you see them at work insert the blade of a gpade into 
the ground beneath them, throw over the dirt, and with 

a blow finish the animal. Bisulphide of carbon poured 

into the runway will smother them. Balls of sulphur 

burned in the runways will suffocate the pests. The 
sulphur balls will make a denser and more surely suf- 
focating smoke if they are dipped in petroleum, not 
kerosene, as some experimenters recommend, but 
crude petroleum. Poisoned foods placed in the runways 
will kill many of them. |

THE CORNISH INDIAN GAME. 


REVIVAL OF INTEREST IN OLD-TIME 
FAVORITE. 


By Henry W. Kruckeberg.

OME twenty years ago this sterling variety was 
quite popular in Southern California, and at the 
annual shows constituted one of the chief attrac- 
tions. Of late years, however, it seems to have suffered 
somewhat of an eclipse, though at present there are 
strong indications of its again becoming a feature in our 
landscape. Its prime value is as a table fowl, standing 
supreme in that respect. As indicated in the illustra- 
_tion, it is blocky in build, of robust frame, and broad 
body, hence it carries a volume of meat in excess of any 
other breed. Indeed, the breast carries a layer of pure 
white meat often an inch thick, while the “drumsticks” 
are a morsel sufficiently large to almost constitute a 
meal in themselves. The carcass when dressed is a deep

former, the male bird in breast, underbody and thighs, 
is a glossy green-black, while the neck hackle is of the 
same color with brownish-crimson, shafts to the feath- 
ers; back, saddle, and saddle hackle are a mixturé of 
rich green, while the wing bow is chestnut with a glossy 
black bar. Females are a chestnut brown, with lacing 
of medium size, in some cases double, the markings be- 
ing a metallic green or glossy black, legs and feet a deep 
golden yellow. The Whites only vary in color of plum- 
age, and are not so popular as the Browns. Cocks 
should weigh trom eight to eleven pounds, and hens 
from six to eight pounds. 

Indian Games were first exhibited at the Crystal Pal- 
ace, in London, in 1858-59, but did not become general 
until about 1880. At about the same time the breed was 
introduced into this country, and had a great vogue for 
fully twenty years, fine breeding and exhibition spéci- 
mens bringing fabulous prices. [It has always been 
popular in New York and Pennsylvania as a market 
fowl; this popularity has gradually spread until it cov- 
ers pretty much the entire region east of the Rocky

day. Obviously, ideal conditions are low-headed trees 
in the poultry yards, but if your placeTts new and hence 
devoid of tree growth, shade should be -.provided in other 
ways. Most any contrivance that will break the direct 
rays of the sun will serve the purpose. A piece of bur- 
lap stretched over four stakes is probably the simplest 
and most easily available; a shed is not out of place; 
even the houses themselves, if left open, and especially 
so if without board bottoms, will serve. It is not so 
much a matter of importance how it is supplied, just 
so that the fowl! have plenty of it available. 

If you have not already done so, it is not yet too late 
to plant quick-growing trees in the runs. For this pur- 
pose the writer prefers a deciduous growth over the ' 
evergreens. During the cold winter rains the birds will 
require all the warm sunshine they can get. This is 
secured with deciduous trees because when dormant 
they are also devoid of foliage. As for varieties, any 
quick growing sorts are good. The mulberries, catalpas, 
walnuts, etc., can be commended. The first mentioned 
is especially desirablé, as it provides a dense shade, is 
a rapid grower, and the birds are partial to the fruit.

A day or two after President Roosevelt 
had visited him we found Uncle John still bubbling over 
with delight about it.

CURIOUS THINGS IN PARIS THEATERS. 

But it is not the play nor the acting nor the applause 
that attracts and holds the attention of the American 
who is attending, for the first time, a Parisian opening. 
It is the audience. In the first place, the predominance 
of men in the best orchestra seats will provoke a ques- 
tion which brings forth the information that in the 
majority of the better-class theaters in Paris the first 
three rows of the orchestra are sold exclusively to men, 
and, as far as it is possible, the box office favors men 
for the body of the house, principally because they do 
not wear hats and do not, therefore, obstruct the view 
of those sitting behind. Before the curtain goes up the 
stranger glances about, and is surprised to discover 
jewels and gowns décolleté in the highest balconies, the 
part of the theater known in America as “peanut 
heaven.” Both men and women dressed as for a gran 
ball are perched away up at least three flights of stairs, 
and during entr’ actes they come down and promenade 
with the others and visit their friends, and few are the 
wiser ds to the location of their seats. The very fact 
of being, present at an important opening is enough to 
rtain social precedence, even though they sat 
on the rafters or clung to the chandeliers. 

Another feature which attracts the American is that 
during the entr’ actes the men who do not join the prom- 
enade stand up and don their hats the moment the 
eurtain is down, and they spend the entire twenty or 
twenty-five minutes inspecting their neighbors through 
opera giasses. There is much activity in the balconies 
and in the boxes, caused by the social calls which are 
being exchanged. In the orchestra rows and family

la are used freely by both, and many little flirta- 
tions are enjoyed between those in the balconies or loges 
and those on the first floor.

Spare the Tree, | 

N passing by a magnificent row of giant eucalyptus 
| rece stretched lifeless upon’ the ground, | was re- 

minded of the power and quickness of destruction 
compared with the slow process of building up in the 
development of the trees. These great trees were de- 
stroyed that a street might be widened. The average 
acre of forest trees produces only 10 cubic feet af wood 
each year. This is a little over one cubic yard, and 
you have it in a block whose smallness will appeal to 
. your understanding. Each acre of forest in the United 
States would have to produce thirty cubic feet of wood 
\o make good the consumption of wood each year. The 
result will be a timber famine throughout Uficle Sam's 
territory if the wastage is not prevented and better for- 
est care and planting inaugurated. The use of cement 
and tiling in building may have a small influence. The 
increase In population for the last twenty-five years is 
about one-half the increase in lumber cut in the same 


period of years. 


Florida’s Short Crop. 


R. STRONG, on returning from Orlando, Fla., about 
M the. middle of March, spoke of the drought that was 
even then causing some uneasiness in the orange dis- 
tricts. One month later the reports are still more 
alarming. The Record, published at De Land on the 
19th of April, has this to say about the next season's 
outiook. “It is now conceded that the next crop of or- 
anges will fall short of the crop just marketed. The 
prolonged drought has seriously affected the size of the 
crop for the coming season. Down lower in the orange 
belt there has been no rain for seven months, and many 
xroves are yet bare of foliage. the leaves all dropping 
for want of rains.” It does not make Florida's misfor- 
tune more acute to publish these reports and it may 
give the California growers a better understanding of

Orange Plant Lice. 

HAVE had severa! calls lately to visit orange groves 
| ammictea with myriads of aphides. To growers who 
are new in the business, or experienced growers who 
have not had these visitations before, the presence of 
these insects is alarming. These aphides are easily 
known by their brown or black color, and they are very 
partia] to the orange. They often injur@ the very ten- 


der growth, but are not held ‘n fear by those who know 
them. Some damage occur, from these attacks in the 
way of inducing the growth of the smut fungus, as each 
aphis bears a pair of honey tubes on the hinder part 
of the abdomen. From these vents there is emitted 
honey dew or aphis sugar, and upon which the fungus 
spores multiply, though not to the extent In which these 
spores increase upon tLe excretions of the black scale. 


In evéry case of aphis attack I have seen this year,

It belongs to 
the Terebinth damily (Anacardium,) consequently is 
| closely related to our native poison sumachs (Rhus.) 
| The tree is an evergreen, with entire feather-veined 
| leaves; flowers of a reddish color, very small, sweet 
| Scented and produced in terminal panicles. The fruit is 
| kidney-shaped, and born on a fleshy receptacle, and 
| when ripe of reddish or yellow color. The nut proper 
| ts enclosed in a leathery covering, consisting of two 

layers, between which is deposited a thick, caustic, oily 
| substance, exceedingly acrid; but this is eliminated by 
_ heat, so that when the kernels are roasted they have a 
pleasant flavor and are highly esteemed for dessert. 
Some care is required in foasting these nuts, as the 
fumes given off during this operation cause inflamma- 
tion of the eyes. The nuts als} yield an excellent oil, 
very similar to best olive oil. Although originally found 
only in the West Indies, this nut is now widely dis- 
tributed throughout the tropical countries of the East; 
in fact, naturalized in all hot climates, and is also un-

age of potash in any fruit or vegetable. Tomatoes are 
therefore exceedingly valuable for reducing the acidity 
of the blood as it exists in all diseases of the liver and 
kidneys, as potassium is an alkaline mineral which 
readily combines with the free acids in the system; they 
contain also an appreciable amount of calcium and mag- 
nesium. I consider lettuce and tomatoes with the ad- 
dition of a few dried olives an excellent meal for people 
suffering from diabetes. Tomatoes should never be 
eaten with white flour products.”

Prison Life in Russia. 
A STRIKE IN WHICH THE CONVICTS 
REFUSE TO WEAR CLOTHES. 


From London Telegraph. 


RISONS in Russia differ widely from places of 

penal confinement in other countries. They are 

immeasurably worse and immeasurably better; 
worse, because the prisoners themselves make them so, 
and better because the inmates enjoy a greater degree of 
liberty. Solitary confinement is almost unknown, home 
rule is universal, the prisoners being governed by a club 
of their own members, who condemn obnoxious com- 
rades to severe punishments, including death, and al- 
ways go unpunished. Against the authorities prisoners 
employ strikes. It is a common occurrence for the in- 
mates, when dissatisfied with some regulation or deci- 
sion of the governor, to arrange by taps on the wal! or. 
on the pipes to refuse all dood until the authorities yield. 
This is termed a hunger strike. Lately, something niore 
original—a clothes strike—broke out in the prison of 
Smolensk, in which several hundreds took part. 

One morning, the officials, who on their rounds of in- 
spection bave to visit all the cells daily, were amazed | 
to find each inmate without clothing. Questions were 
asked, threats and entreaties used, but the criminals re- 
mained obdurate. They were in revolt, they said, and 


~ 


would hold out until the authorities caved in. Over @ 
month has passed since then, and both sides are still | 


carrying on the struggle. The official account of the. 


matter is as follows: 

Since the war, no more prisoners are sent to Sakhalien. | 
The Japanese requested the government, if possible, to. 
abolish ‘the penal settlement there, and the request has | 
been complied with. But the extra accommodation ren- | 
dered necessary in Siberia by this act of courtesy has put 
a severe strain upon the resources of the prison depart- | 
ment. The overflow has had to be turned into the ordi- 
nary jails in European Russia. Every available build- 
ing was therefore. put in requisition, and, among others, 
the prison at Smolensk. 

Since the advent of the first contingent of convicts, 
the governor of the Smolensk jail, M. von Betticher, 
has found his post no sinecure. For the first few weeks 
things went well. The conduct of the new arrivals was 
exemplary. Indeed, their behavior seemed good enough | 
to warrant the authorities to relax little by little the 
prison rules and regulations. Exceptions were substi-

But in December came a numerous band of convicts ¢rom 
Sevastopol, who turned everything. topsy-turvy. They 
were mostly men condemned for taking part in the mu- 
tiny there. A few of them have nominally a life sen- 
tence to undergo, and, these became the leaders of al! 
the others. They marched into jail singing revolution- 
ary songs, and when the authorities remonstrated, thev 
said that they were come, not to suffer a punishment. but 
to bring to a successful issue the struggle which they had 
begun outside against the Cvar's government. The image 


| of Christ, the Virgin Mary and Saints, which are always 


kept in the cells, they ordered to be taken away. and 
when their command was disobeyed they turned the 
ikons upside down. When the prison chaplain appeared 
they gave him his choice of quitting the jail at once. or 
being put standing on his head. They declared that al! 
cells must be left open at night, otherwise they would 
organize riots. But the real trouble began when the 
question of clothing cropped up. = 

It is a rule in Russian prisons that convicts have to 
give up their own dress and wear prison costume, which 
consists of a coarse coat and trousers. And this regu- 
lation was enforced at Smolensk. The mauatineers, how- 
ever, wanted to be exempted, and declared that they 
would wear their own clothing as before their condem- 
nation. The jail authorities insisted and had _ their 
way. The convicts vowed vengeance and determined to 
bide their time. Meanwhile, they debated among them- 
selves what they had better do to defeat the officials. 

The governor's tale of what took place is naive. He 
admits that the authorities were powerless to hinder the 
conspiracy; they could only play the part of eavesdrop- 
pers. For the prison building at Smolensk is so con- 


structed that each cell is connected not only with the 


adjacent cells next door, but also with the one above it 
by means of a ventilating pipe which goes up to the 
roof. The prisoners are thus easily able to communicate 
with one another. The ill-starred warders, therefore, 
had to content themselves with eavesdropping, and what 


they beard was interesting. Many of the pris@ners were 


in favor of a violent outbreak against the authorities. 
but the more intelligent and better educated among 
them discountenanced the scheme. More could be 
gained, they said, by passive resistance than by aggress- 
ive action. The public, too, would give them its syin- 
pathy @ they were quite passive. The force of there 
arguments prevailed, and the outcome of it is the pres- 
ent strike. 
They brought it about by making five demands. an:! 
calling on the governor to comply with them. First. 
that the catering for the prison inmatés should be put 
into the hands of a committee of convicts elected by 
themselves; secondly, that they should be allowed to 
choose one of their number to act as an intermediary on 
the outbreak of disputes and misunderstandings with the 
officials; thirdly, that they should have the right to wear 
their own clothing and use their own bed linen: 
fourthly, that they should be allowed to converse with 
their friends without being separated from them by an 
fron grating; and, lastly, that the doors of the celis 
should remain open from the time of the morning in- 
spection until the evening round of the official on duty, 
These demands made by the convicts may have a queer 
sound to British ears. But, altogether, Russian prisons 
differ greatly from those of other nations. Still, a line 
must be drawn somewhere. The governor, accordingly, 
refused to grant these five points, and then the clothes 
strike began within the prison, and a vigorous agitation 
outside. A member of the Labor party, who was in the 
first Douma, requested the public to subscribe £60 to 
£80 a month for tea, sugar and tobacco for the prison- 


ers and to protest against the refusal of the authorities 


to allow them to wear their own linen, to lie on their 
own pillows, receive the dally papers, and have their 
walks together. The public is in favor of the convicts, 
and the latter continue to strike. They wear the prison 
coat and trousers throughout the day. but no linen. and 
whenever a member of the prison administration appears 
they quickly divest themselves of those articles of ap- 


pare,

ing pleasure to others. There, too, is 
the prospect of instant and audible 
recognition, which neither painter, 
sculptor, poet or composer can receive. 
The response is direct and immediate; 
popular acclaim is sweet. 

“Moreover—and this applies espe- 
clally to women—there would seem to 
be a greater material reward offered 
by the stage than by most other pur- 
suits. 

“But this is true only in a measure. 
Few of the dramatic profession suc- 
ceed fully in gathering the golden fruit 
of fortune. To the majority it Is a pit- 
lless struggle against the odds 
chance and adversity. The greatest 
tragedies of the stage are unwritten. 
They ere the tragedies of failure. dis- 
appointment and heartbreak. In the 
breathless race toward the goal of suc- 
cess scores ¢ trampled under foot, 
while the eager contestants sweep on 
oblivious to the cruel disasters that 
have overwhelmed their comrades. 

“The actor cannot escape the conse- 
quences of fallure. 
painter, who, if he chooses, can de- 
etroy his canvas before it is seen by 
the critic's eye, or the physician, who. 
it has been grewsomely said, can bury 
his mistakes. 

“Even more lamentable than outright 
failure is the fate of those who dis- 
cover too late that they possess abili- 
ties only of mediocre order, and who 
realize that they are condemned to an 
existence that is hopeless, and that is 
robbed even of that satisfaction which 
crowns good work well done. Middle- 
aged mediocrity, with its Dilighted 
hopes and its stony path stretching 
into the seemingly endless distance, ts 
one of the mort frequent as well as 
one of the most unhappy phases of 
theater life. . 

“Only those who are certain fhat 
ey possess the necessary quoelifica- 
tions should enter the portals of the 
stage, for none but the strong can 
win the race. Ang what are these 
qualifications” 

“First of all, a

mate success and distinction. 

“The actress, unlike the painter, 
must exhibit herself as well as her art 
to the public. No matter what her 
state of mind, feeling of health, 
must forget Herself for three hours ev- 
ery night: she must be the character 
she impersonates, so she must possess 
the ability to actomplish,a complete 
detachmeni—she frourt obliterate her 
selr. This diferertiates her calling 
from every other

Some Notable Landscapes. 

Without doubt one of the most in- 
teresting of the spring exhibitions is 
that of the two Wachtels, which 
opened last Sunday in their studio on 
West Avenue 43, and which will con- 
tinue for one week more. Elmer 
Wachtel has made Southern California 
his own in perhaps a truer sense than 
any other painter among us, ané his 
wife, who is comparatively a new- 
comer, is not far behind him in her 
appreciation and understanding of our 
landscape. Between them, they give) 
us a beautiful record of their impres- 
sions, the one in the medium of olla, 
the other using water colors in a man- 
ner that is almost equally robust. 

There are about forty pictures in all, 
the olls and water colors being about 
equally divided as to number. All are 

inted by two artiste of fine and 

thy sensibility, who “mix their 
colors with brains,”’ and who are there- 
fore, true to both nature and art. Their 
pictures are neither literal and brutal

SHAKESPEARE SHOCKED ZOLA. 


Early Letters of the French Realist, 
Now Published for the First 
TIME. 


(SPRCIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
PARIS April 2%—Something of a 
sensation has been created in literary 
circles here by the appearance of 4 
volume of letter& written by the late 
Emile Zola, when little more than 4 
boy. Never before published, or even 
quoted, they reveal a Zola whose ex- 
istence was unsuspected by the vast 
majority of both his enemies.and ad- 
mirers. They prove that the grimmest 
realist of his time began by being 4 
poet, and show him at twenty enam- 
oured of the ideal to such an extent 
that, having in 1860 discovered a deli- 
cious idyll by Georges Sand, he wrote 
to his friend Baillie: “You see, even 
Georges Sand dreams of peaceful 
love.” Indeed, the present letters ad- 
dressed to three of his friends of about 
his own age furnish but few indications 
which could be called prophetic of his 
future career, if it is not that they 
demonstrate the dogged perseverance 
which characterized him ali his life. 

Zola was a hard-working, serious 
young man éarning his own living, 
and determined to make Wis mark in 
the world. Writing to Baille In May, 
1860, he said: 

“You will be well off, and I shall 
perhaps earn a littl fame... if 
I adopt definitely the li@rary career 
I will follow my motto, ‘All or noth- 
ing!’ Consequently, I will net walk 
in anyone's footsteps, not that I have 
the ambition to be a chief of a new 
school but because I wish to discover 
some unbeaten path.” 

He had confidence in himself, but 
nevertheless at times he knew discour- 
agement. Not long after penning the 
ambitious words quoted above, he 
wrote to the same friend: 

“] see the future so, so black that 
I shrink from it with terror. No for- 
tune. no trade or nothing 
but discouragement.!” 

Such despondency did not, however, 
last long, and the following letters are 
full of dissertations on the literary 
works that he had studied and the 
expression of his own poetical yearn- 
ings. One night, half awake and half 
asleep, consumed by the fever of am- 
bition. he conceived the general idea 
of a grand poem, which would, he be- 
lieved, as he wrote to friend, 
“bring the applauding or furious crowd 
to his feet.” 

It is (he said) such a serious work, 
and of such very great scope that I 
cannot meditate on it too much, nor 
fail to submit it to the appreciation of 
friends. 

At the same time Zola, though con- 
scious of their defects, loved his first 
poetic productions, and decided to pub- 
lish three of them together under the 
tithe of “Les Trois Amours.” 

Pursuing his literary studies, he read 
Shakespeare, though not in English, 
because he did not know the language. 
In a long letter addressed to Baille on 
that inexhaustible subject, he regretted 
not to be able to speak of the style, 
as he had only read translations. Nev- 
ertheless he confessed that he had 
found many too phrases which 
shocked him, though, he affirmed, “I 
am not prudish, but I am above all a 
poet, and I love the harmony of ideas 
and images.” After this criticism young 
Zola proceeded to express unbounded 
admiration for Shakespeare's genius. 
He did not analyse his works one by 
ey: but, speaking of them in general,

The wun- 
lucky volume was suppressed, and re- 
issued in expurgated and non-commilt- 
tal form, but the mischief had been 
done. The whole world was set a-won- 
dering as to the “offensive purposes” 
for which the ships were so greatly 
needed, and now comes the sinister 
news that Emden, the nearest port to 
Great Britain, is to put on the garb of 
war and to frown a deadly menace 
across the ocean at “perfide Albion.”

LL over broad America, many are

John Maclaren Watson was not born 
on the loved soil of the bonnie Scot- 
land he loved so well. His father, al- 
so John Watson. was in the govern- 
ment service, an.! was stationed in the 
south of England at the time of this 
boy’s birth. But he took care that 
John’s schooling rhould be in the brac- 
ing atmosphere of the north. He be-

He survived to be an 
octogenarian, and the cl of his Cca- 
reer was like Dr. Wat Last fall 
he safled for Melbourne Australia, 
and land on the shores of that island- 
continent only to die. His bones were 
brought back two months ago to his 
native city, and were buried with 
much reverential care and ceremony in 
the Dean Cemetery.

Los Angeles has been u

ent. 

In The Times of Sunday. April 2°. 
there was blished a sympcsium of 
opinion®’ on this subject by four widely- 
@ifferent people, namely, 2 woman 
leader in the work cf endeavoring to 
reform jailtirdse and prostitutes, + 
Woman of the underworld, the heat 
of an itistitution which deals with the 


“submerged tenth.” and a man who is. 


himeeif a fractional part of that por- 
tien of society. 

The woman reformer stated her be- 
that it is impossible to crush cout 
the business of prostitution-—that ir 
never wiil cease, until a regencration 
takes place among men. Yet, on top 
of this, she would not hive the women 
Sequestered, but said: 
have them, let them. be rcatte 
around the town, in preference to hav- 
fng lNeensed hell.” This would be 
gust about as sensible as it would 
to scatter smalipox patients or sewake 
For several years past, until the polive 
drove them north of First street, the 
prostitutes of Los Angeles were scat- 
tered through the rooming-houses for 
several blocks on ‘Main, Spring an 
Broedway. south of First. The conse- 
quence was that men and women com- 
ing up from the country would fre- 
queritiy stunfdlie into places of this 
kind, for there is nothing to distinguish 
them in the usval “Furnished Rooms 
for Rent’ signs on the doors. 

Again, in regard to the assertion that 


. to scatter the prostitutes will increase | 


the practice of street walking, this 
~Wwoman says: “Very well, let it, then! 
That threat does not terrify me. If 
they are driven on to the street, a'! 
right. I guess they won't harm any 
one who doesn’t wani to be harmed” 
This, aiso, is foolish talk. Why do we 
restrict the number of saloons? Chief- 
ly, in order that there may not 

$0 much temptation for people to drink. 
Tt makes quite a difference to a young 
man fn vigorous health, wht has eaten 
well, and wined perhaps a iittle to» 
much, whether or not. when on his 
way home, he ts heid up 6m the way 
by @ siren of the street. Of course, 
he might have wandered to her piace. 
anyhow. But then, again, be might 
mot have done so. 

The woman of the town told how she 
had seriousiy tried, four times, to re- 
form and each time had failed. It was, 
tindeed, a pitiful story. On one orca- 
sion she was driven back to her former 
Mfe through the sneers and gibes of 
women. Women are notoriously cruel 
and unforgiving toward those of their 
sex who have made a faise step. We 
read of “man’s inhumanity to man.” 
“Woman's inhumanity to woman” 
would make a still more cruel picture. 

The head of the Bethlehem institu- 
tien agreed with the woman reformer 
above quoted in saying’ that women 
of the town are very seidom reclaimed. 
This agrees with the experience of all 
those who have closely studied the 
question. He thinks the evi] is found- 
on dollarism, and that we shail 
Mever see any improvement until we 
reach the ideal of coanmmunism. He is 
for the enforcement of the law, and is 
@gainst the idea of a reservation. 

The fourth person interviewed said: 

“There's no earthly use trying to 
stop this business. It can’t be stobped. 
It always has been, and always will 
be to the end of time. 

“They tried to stop it a while back, 
and only succeeded in driving it into 
other and better of the city. 

“It is a great Geal better to herd 
them off inte one part of town, where 
they can have doctors to examine them 
end have police to watch who goes in

“born prostitutes.” 
This fact must always be borne in 
mind tn dealing with the subject. It is 


an unpleasant fact, that impulsive re- 
formers too often 

In “Diseases of Society and Degen- 
eracy,” by Dr. G. Frank of the 


State University of Illinois, a notable 
and exceedingly valuable book (which 
may be reviewed in these columns at 
some length, in a few weeks,) the au- 
thor devotes several chapters to the 
subject of sexual vice and crime, in- 
cluding prostitution, of which subject 
he has had opportunities for making a 
thorough investigation. As the author 
pertinently remarks, society deals with 
this subject somewhat after the fash- 
ion of the ostrich, which seeks safety 
by burrowing its head in the sand. 
Prostitution, he declares, is an un- 
avoidable disease of society under 
present social and economic conditions. 


“It ts also probable that the monoga- 


mist custom, finaily evolved by highly 
developed social systems. has increased 
the proportion of prostitutes.” He 
deals out a little quiet sarcasm to the 
character of mind that can admire 
Solomon, with his 9°60 wives and con- 
cubines, while expressing horror at 
customs formerly prevailing in Utah. 
He considers it significant that soctal 
systems which have been free from 
prostitution have been barbarous, or 
semi-barbarous. The ancient Germans 
did not tolerate it. and certain Siber- 
lan and African tribes are free from it. 
He says: “The rise and fall of pros- 
titution seemsin general to correspond 
to the degree of progress in civiliza- 
tion.” This would seem to confirm the 
contention of those who claim that our 
modern civilization is to a@ great ex- 
tent a fraud and a sham, if not a fail- 
ure. 


Dr. Lydston refers to the immense 


social, economical and medical impor- 


“If we must! tance of the venereal diseases, an im- 


| portance that is so little appreciated 
or recognized by society. As he says, 

a single case of plague, in one of our 
large cities, would cause a panic of 
fear and anxiety, while the tmfection 
of from 10 per cent. upward of our 
population with syphilis, and of from 
2% per cent. and upward with gonor- 
; rhoea, year in and year out, is viewed 
| with the greatest complacency. Every 
| prostitute, he says, becomes infected 
|'with venereal disease, sooner or later. 

The clandestine prostitute, he declares. 
when once infected, is on the average, 
more dangerous to society than her 
publicly known sister. He bases this 
Statement on twenty-five years’ experi- 
ence in the consulting room, and adds: 

“For every case of venereal disease in 
practice contracted from profes- 
sional prostitutes, there have been at 
| least three or four derived from ‘select’ 
| sources.” In regard to the prevalence 
|of this terrible disease, the author 
says: 

| “In St. Petersburg, #3 per cent. of 
the prostitutes were found to have

one of them became syphilized. The 
resulting epidemic of syphilis among 
the employés of the neighboring of- 
fices and business houses was finally 
brought to the attention of the police 
and the newsgiris as an institution be- 
came a thing of the past.” 

The increasing consumption of al- 
coholics by women, associated with the 
@ndoubted increase of neurspathic con- 
ditions among them, is, the author de- 
clares, tending toward a lowering »* 
the average moral plane of femininity 
in our large cities. 

Seduction under prumise of marriag~, 
without its consummation, is, the 
author declares, comparatively excep- 
tional. In most cases probably the 
woman falls from grace without a 
word having been said about matri- 
mony on either side. 

In regard to the question of the fe- 
form of prostitutes, the author agrees 
with others who have investigated the 
subject, in saying that the “better” 
class of prostitutes seldom really de- 
sire to reform. He adds: 

“In brief, the high-class courtesan 
rarely wishes to reform so long as 
she is in demand. In mosi cases, she 
could not, if she so desired. The mid- 
die and lower-class prostitute, as 4 
rule, cannot be reformed, although she’ 
often expresses a wish to be. Harsh

The system of reciprocity existing 
between the police and prostitutes of 
large American cities is, the author 
declares, one of the most potent fac- 
tors in maintaining the social evil.

The newspapers, Dr. Lydston de- 
clares, foster infanticide by publishing 
abortionistse’ advertisements, that he 
who runs may read, thus offering an 
easy method of escaping from the pen- 
alties of indiscretion. Yet these same 
papers will jump all over a doctor 


who is discovered to have performed 
an abortion, after perhaps having been 
urgently begged to do so by the 
woman.

The prosti- 
tute, he says, is merely one of the va- 
rious products of the conditions that 
produce crime, pauperism, inebriety, 
perverted sexuality and insanity. “The 
sexuality of the male has more to do 
with the primal cause of prostitution 
than has the degeneracy of the fe- 


the author says: 

“Considered as an entity—a social 
disease—prostitution may be said to 
be absolutely incurable under existing 
conditions. All efforts in the direction 
of cure have been signal failures. 
There has thus far been but little ac- 
complished, even in the prevention and 
amelioration of the evil. That moral,

The writer has frequently commented | 
on the responsibility that rests upon | 
parents, guardians, phydictane and | 
others, In not imparting necessary in-— 
formation on sexual subjects to young | 
people, as they approach the of 
maturity. On this subject, Dr. ds- 
ton says: 

“A certain part of the responsibility 
for prostitution and its attendant evils 
must be laid at the door of the phys- 
ician. Reputable medical men have! 
ever been remiss in their duties to the 
public, so far as instructing it in sex- 
ual matters are concerned. Such in- 
formation as youth obtains it gets 
from the quack. This is often per- 
nicious, but not a» unmixed evil. Many 
a has received his first warning | 
from quack literature or quack mu- 
seums. The reputable physician who 
should write a cook upon sexual mat- 
ters for popular reading would imme- 
diately be swooped down upon by that 
stench in the nostrils of broad-minded 
.Medico-Eth- 
ical Ass, whose raucous voice and 
flamboyant ears are always in evi- 
dence.” 

One unpleasant feature of this sub- 
ject, to which th» author refers, is the 
mania that a rad woman has for 
dragging the decent one to her own 
level. She resents morality in other 
women. To quvfe: 

“There is no rurer way to accom- 
plish the prostitution of women than 
through the agency of woman. The 
immoral woman will set traps for a 
pure one, and catch her, sooner or 
later, Strange to say. it is the cian- 
destine prostitution of polite society 
who is most dangerous to the pure. 
The public prostitute of the higher 
class usually drews a hand and fast 
line between herself and decent wom- 


legal, social and medical methods of 
management have done much good fs 
admitted, but. the good has been indi- 
vidual and sporadic. Prostitution, as 
an institution, has not experienced the 
slightest effect from the laborr pf mor- 
alist. social philosopher, stator, 
physician or the church. The propor- 


‘tion of prostitutes has Increased, just 


as have other products of social and 
physical degeneracy. The proportion 
of syphilif@cs and gonorrheics has ap- 
parently not lessened, so far as the 
world at large is concerned, whatever 
may have been accomplished in cer- 
tain localities.” 

He adds: “The immediate suppres- 
sion of prostitution, under present con- 
ditions, would probably result in dis- 
aster. Taking prostitution as it really 
is, it is a protector to the hame. .. . 
The remedy lies, not in suppression, 
but in mitigating the effects of prus- 
titution in the first instance, and sec- 
ondly, in correcting, so far as possible. 
the casual conditions undertying it.” 
The first essential is, in his estimation, 
the education of youth, by giving it 
sound ideas of sexual physiok zy. The 
lad’s selfishness should be appealed to. 
He should be taught that physical per- 
fection and early sexual indulgence 
are incompatible. The foolish thought 
that indulgence is necessary to good 
health should be dispelled.

Catalina Tuna Club Puts Up' 
Pretty Prize List.

Angiers of the ancient heavy artil- 
lery school may find considerable con- 
solation In these light tackle days, by 
reading the announcements of the 
Catalina Tuna Ciub. Even this staid 
old organization ghows strong symp- 
toms tending tow, “light-tackle- 
itis,” as recom tion of the use of 
lines lighter than the 24-thread max- 
imum Mmit is made. 

Like most organizationg of its kind, 
the Tuna Club, which has attained a 
world-wide reputation among big fish 
anglers, was organized in the interests 
of a higher standard of sport in the 
days when the capture of hundred- 
pound fish was considered a fit and 
proper field for the exercise of the 
heavy hand line only. 

It probably has taken greater steps 
toward the development of the finer 
art of sea engling than any other club 
of its kind tn the world, and has 
served as a sort of transition period 
for the present practice of taking big 
g2me fish upon tackle little more pow- 
erful than that employed in  fresh- 
water bags casting. 

In common with the other angling 
tournaments, the Tuna Club claims 
for ite ninth season the dates of May 
1 to October 1. Its tournament is open 
to bona fide amateurs only, neither 
professiona!] boatmen or their families 
being permitted to contest for the 
prizes offered, although some special 
eee in the boatmen’s behalf is 
made.
